By com- 
parison of costs of provisions for this and. preceding years I find that 
nearly all the staples have advanced in price from 50 to 100 per cent.

SUPERINTENDENT OF GROUNDS, GARDENER AND FARMER. 


The Board of Directors at its last meeting authorized me to employ 
a suitable man who should act as superintendent of grounds and have 
charge of all tho lands suitable for gardening and farming purposes 
about the Institution. In accordance with this instruction, I have 


. made a conditional contract with Mr. P. B. Zane, of Obio county. 


Mr. Zane comes to me highly recommended as a suitable and efficient 
man for his position. 1 agreed to glve him, at firet, $40.00 per month 
including board and washing, until you, gentlemen, should meet, and 
then to recommend an increase of bis wages. I trust it will be your 
pleasure to increase them, as I believe I bave succeeded in securing 
the right man for the right place. ' 


REPAIRS, 
I desire briefiy to call your attention to some of the most import- 


ant repairg needed in and around the Institution, and which we-bave . 


been unable to attend to heretofore, on account of the necessary funds. 


FENCING. 


- 


The fencing in many places, particularly around the garden and 
piggery, has become so decayed that it is almost impossible to keep 
it repaired. It will be necessary to purchase new posts and base- 
boards, as the old ones have thoroughly rotted out. 


ROOFING BARN, 


The Board of Directors at its October meeting, instructed me to 
purchase slate and have the barn and stables roofed with it. In ac- 
cordance with their instructions I purchased the slate, but was una- 
ble to proceed with the roofing on account of want of necessary funda. 
I trust that it will be your pleasure to renew the order. 


ENGINE HOUSE. 


Your attention is called to the roof of the engine house. It is be- 
ginning to become displaced by gravity, and demands immediate at- 
tention. 


MAIN BUILDING, 
The coping and roofing bas become somewhat impaired. This de- 
mands immediate attention, otherwise serious damage is threatened 


to the walls both interior and exterior. The plastering is also dam- 
aged in many places. ~ 


WATER CLOSETS. 


The water closets, particularly in the southern section of the build- 
ing, demands immediate attention. 9 


SINKS. 
Some new sinks are needed in the southern section of the building.

WASH HOUSE. 


The wash house needs enlarging and additional machinery. 


WELLS. 


I recommend the digging or sinking of two or more wells in order 
to supply the Hospital with pure water. I do this to prevent а recur- ` 
rence of our feaful experience last sammer when the spring, upon 
which we rely for our drinking water, failed and when the river had 
become so stagnated-that it had settled into pools, covered with green 
slime, making it unhealthy not only to drink but in reality to bathe 
in, 


THE GAB8-HOUSE. ~ 


The gas-house will have to be replaced asit is inadequate to supply 
the wants of the Institution. The Legislature at its last session ap- 
propriated $2,000.00. This in connection with $1,500.00 appropri- 
ated before, places at our service $3,500.00 to build a new gas-bouse. 
It will be your province to determine whether this shall be done by 
contract or otherwise. > 


— 


WATER SUPPLY. * 


The water for our six hundred people, for cullinary as well as other 
purposes, is pumped from the river into the reservoir, situated on the 
hill back of the Hospital. Last summer the river became almost 
Stagnated and was polluted with decaying vegetable matter and poi- 
Sonous dyes from the woolen factory near by. The forced use of 
this water generated many cases of sickness and intensified the or- 
dinary forms of disease incident to a Hospital of such magnitude as 
ours. In order іо avo d а recurrence of such a serious, and what 
might have become disastrous state of affairs, the Legislature ap- 
propriated $800.00 to be expended in purchasing piping-to be laid to 
the deep hole, known as the “whirl-pool” situated about one thous- 
and five hundred feet up the river-bed above the woolen factory. I 
hardly think this amount of money sufficient to purchase the best 
four inch galvanized pipe, as it is worth at least $1.00 per foot. How- 
ever I expect it will be best to proceed laying piping of the best 
quality that can be purchased for the amount of money appropriated, 
in order to have it ready in case of drought. 


۱ COURTS. 


The fencing around our airing courts in many places badly need 
repairing, and some of them will have to be replaced by entirely new 
fences. This is essential to give the more refractory of the patients 
open air exercise. 


* BASEMENTS. 


Our chief carpenter informs me that it is necessary to make ۰ 
enty new window-frames for the basement.

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As you will see by the foregoing tables there were during the past 
year seven hundred and seventeen patients under treatment in this 
Hospital; of this number one hundred and ninety-nine were admit- 
ted, ninety-one were discharged cured, and on bond improved. Sixty 
have died. Their ages and causes of death areshown by tables. The 
books show that two eloped anterior to my taking charge of the Hos- 
pital and are still at large. The treatment of all patients committed 
to our care is both faithful and humane. We use the best medicines 
when necessary, to promote their physical health, and those moral 
appliances that are at our command which seem best calculated to re- 
store the alienated mind to its natural condition. 

We are satisfied that it is perfectly legitimate to use restraint with 
some patients, for if they are not resorted to it will necessarily re- 
quire a larger number of attendants than otherwise to prevent injury 
to themselves and to other patients, and therefore restraint is some- 
times necessary to the best interest of a violent patient; but they 
ought never to be used except by and with the consent of the medi- 
cal officers, and these only in extreme cases, and the Superintendent 
and medical officers should at once ascertain the necessity for it. 


RELIGIOUS SERVIOES, &C. 


Religious service is held in the Chapel every Sabbath at 3 o'clock, 
as with but few exceptions we can command the services of a minis- 
ter, and this religious worship is enjoyed by a large number of pa- 
tients. Rev. Bishop Peterkin, Rev. W. H. H. Powers, Rev. Fitzgerald, 
Bev, Gibson, Rev. Nelson, Rev. Hammond, Rev. Fisher, Rev. Long, 
Rev. West, Rev. Davis, aud others, have officiated at different times. 
We are under obligations to Miss Ella Jackson, to Mrs. W. H. Byrne 
and daughters, also other ladies at different times, and Messrs. Steel 
and Mitchel, for conducting and assisting in our choir. Some of our 
students also assist in the singing. 
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From and after the Ist day of Nov. we have weekly Friday evening 
dances, which many of our patients look forward to and enjoy. The 
Woodson and Allen troupe have generously given three entertain- 
ments here, besides giving complimentary tickets to a large number 
of the patients, which we thought proper to take to the town-hall. 
Mrs. W. H. Byrne delighted our housebold with her ameteur Thes- 
pian performance and concert. Mr. Orton gave complimentary 
tickets to his circus performance, to that class of patients that we 
thought able to attend. The masquerade by the children was much 
enjoyed by the patients. The Lewis County Agricultural and Me- 
chanical Association, gave free tickets to a large number of patients, 
to all who could attend. The Weston R. R. gave them free transpor- 
tation to and from the grounds. I cheerfully acknowledge on behalf 
of our Institution, the receipt of the newspapers which have been 
gratuitously furnished the past year. Many of the patients can en- 
joy the local news from their respective counties, and I hope the edi- 
tors throughout the State wili continue their generous donations, as 
it is a source of great pleasure to many of those whose enjoyment of 
reading is neeessarily limited. Мг. Scofield contributed a large num- 
ber of periodicals and pictorials. Senator H. G. Davis, continues to 
send public documents. Editors of Weston Democrat and Weston 
Republican, have furnished at various times, newspapers, period- 
icals, &c. 

OFFICIAL CHANGES. 


On the 26th of August last Dr. A. G. Stalnaker, one of the first as- 
sistant physicians, tendered his resignation to take effect on Septem- 
ber 15%. Dr. Stalnaker while connected with the Institution dis- 
charged his duties well. Не gave as а reason for resigning, inade- 
quacy of salary and separation from bis family. Dr. J. S. Lewis has 
since discharged his duties acceptably. 

Repairs that have been made during the last eix months: 


· FENCING. 


The wooden walls around the airing courts of the soutbern portion 
of the Hospital have been overhauled and reconstructed. The posts 
used are locust, thirteen feet long. A large amount of fencing has 
been made around the garden, orchard and piggery. The pig-pens 
have been rebuilt in a more convenient and suitable place. Мг. S. 
Atchison, our carpenter, has made and put in place about seventy 
new window frames in the basement and has also made and filled a 
large number of window sash. He has raised and repaired the roof 
over the engine and boiler house. The barn bas been improved and 
repaired, painted and covered with’ slate. Many minor improve- 
ments and repairs of flooring, lattice-work, &c., have been made. 
Also new oak steps have been made and placed where needed. 


PAINTING.. 


I will not attempt to specify the amount of painting done at the 
Hospital since your last meeting. 1 have used every effort to for- 
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ward this branch of the Hospital service, yet it is far behind what is 
needed. I hope it will be your pleasure to order the work continued, 
as it not only improves the appearance of the halls by rendering 
them attractive and cheerful, but conduces to the health of the in- 
maies from the superior renovation and cleanliness resulting from the 
painting of halls that have been many yeara in use and which show 
the effects of that use. The reception room, drug room, dining room, 
clerk’s office and hall in center building, with stairway leading to the 
second floor, have been handsomely painted. Hall A, occupied by 
the best class of female patients has been painted and calcimined 
thoroughly. The ball painted and decorated and the bed rooms cal- 
cimined, which renders them very pure, cheerful and consequently 
healthful, and the patients bave been rendeied more happy by thia 
improvement. Hall C has been painted, including dining room and 
attendants’ room. This work has been done by the attendants in the 
hall, costing only the material. The paint was properly mixed by 
our excellent painter, Mr. Swint. A great deal of other painting has 
been done in other parts of the building by Mr. Watson, calcimining 
and painting rooms on the third floor of the centre building; also 
window frames and sash to preserve the wood, which was denuded of 
paint and damaged thereby. 


COPEING, 


The cement in many places was washed from the joints, thereby dam- 
ging the walls by admitting water. These copeings on the main- 
building and adjoining sections bave been repaired by using a cement 
of coal-tar, sand, &c. On the,wings, we were compelled to use gal- 
vanized iron. 

ENGINE AND STEAM DEPARTMENT. 


The two new heaters ordered at your last meeting, was purchased 
of Mr. J. J. Smith of Parkersburg, he being the lowest bidder. These 
have been put in position and аге now doing good work. One has 
been placed in the basement of the second three-story section, the 
other immediately in rear of engine and boiler-house. A surplus 
fund was left of this special appropriation, and the Executive Com- 
mittee ordered the purchase of an additional hester to supply the 
boilers with hot water. Our chief engineer, Mr. Clifton, feels confi- 
dent that it will save fuel by supplying the boilers with hot, instead 
of cold water. It was constructed by Mr. Smith, at a cost of $325.00, 
and is now in position, answering the purposes for which it was in- 
tended. We have built houses to enclose the two new heaters, one of 
brick, covered with slate, and one of wood, painted with fire-proof 
paint. We have had all the steum-pipes covered with Asbestos, bair- 
felt paper, and canvas. Mr. Clifton, engineer, feels sure that we will 
be able to furnish abundance of heat in every department of the Hos- 
pital. In this department, шапу repairs and improvements have 
been made that were essentially necessary. 


GRADING. 


A large amount of grading and filling has been done by the attend- 
ants, assisted by patients. The lower court of the northern wing has 
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been filled since your last meeting, by removing the earth from the 
rear and northern end of the Hospital occupied by the colored insane. 
The swamp and maraby ground between the railroad depot, and the 
northern end of the Hospital, has beengreclaimed and made dry by 
covering with coal-ashes. 


FARM AND GARDEN. 


By reference to the garden report, you will see that this depart- 
ment has been well managed, as the yield has been in excess of the 
outlay, although Mr. Zane did not commence work until late in the 
spring. We hope.during the coming year, by the judicious use of 
fertilizers, to make this department abundantly remunerative. The 
advantages, pecuniary. and otherwise, derived by the Hospital’ from 
а well cultivated garden, cannot be over-estimated, as the vegetables, 
&c., have an increased sanitary value from being fresh. 


WANTS OF HOSPITAL. 


Our ice house is too small to meet the wants of the Hospital. 8 
old, the sills are rotten, the roof is worthless. It will be absolutely 
necessary that you make provisions for constructing а new опе. I 
hope you will inspect it during your session. 


GAS WORKS. 


Isgain call your attention to our Gas Apparatus and fixtures, as 
they are entirely inadequate to properly light the building and the 
gas is of a very inferior quality. I hope you will take decided ac- 
tion at this meeting, a8 the money necessary to make the change ie in 
the hands of.your treasurer. Ithink а new gas house should be 
built on the low ground in rear of the north wing. By this location 
we will get rid of the debris and also of the odor which sometimes 
pervades the Hospital. 


LAUNDRY. ° 


‘Our machinery and apparatus is insufficient for the washing and 
laundry work of the large number of inmates of the Hospital, which _ 
have so rapidly increased during the eighteen months past. The ma- 
chinery is much worn by constant use and in danger of breaking at 
any time. The importance of an efficient laundry system to an In- 
stitution ‘of this kind you will appreciate when you consider the 
health and comfort of the patients and all connected with the Hospi- 
tal. To make this department all it should be to do the necessary 
work, the building should be enlarged, and there should be at least 
four; washing-maochines or mills to replace those disabled, also a man- 
gle for ironing sheets, pillow-cases, towels, &с. To meet this indis- 
pensable want will require about $1,700.00. 


TELEPHONES. 


I earnestly recommend that telephonic communication be estab- 
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lished in the building, connecting the office with the various wards. 
The practicability of this wonderful labor-saving apparatus has been 
demonstated in numerous hospitals. If adopted it will bring. all the 
wards and departments in direct communication with the Superin- 
tendent’s office, and will be a safe-guard against accidents, fire, &с. 
It will enable the officers to better govern the Hospital and to en- 
force discipline. The advantages of a system of communication to 
every part of this large building are inestimable. I hope you will fa- 
vorably consider and act upon this suggestion. This improvement, 
if carried out, will cost you from $500 to $700.00. 


GREEN HOUSE, 


It will be necessary at no distant day to provide a new hot-house, 
that the gardener may be able to keep plantsin winter, and to start 
plants and vegetables in the early spring. By making some tempo 
rary repairs, Mr. Zane, the gardener, hopes to keep some flowering © 
plants this winter, but it is doubtful whether he can do so, even with 
the patching up we can give the house. 


LIBRARY, 
We have in the Hospital building a room so-called, containing 


large book-cases, in which there are very few books, and ‘most of 


those much defaced and worn by years of rough usage. If you shall 
see fit to urge an appropriation for the purpose of furnishing suitable 
books for the Hospital library, I think it will be one of the very best 
and cheapest modes of directing their minds from insane delusions, 
and to many classes of patients, affording permanent benefit. 


AIRY COURTS FOR FEMALE PATIENTS. ә 


The grounds in rear of the northern section and contiguous to the 
railroad, part of which are graded, are now lying open. It is neces- 
sary that wooden walls be constructed, that those patients unfit to en- 
joy the healthful benefit of labor, or the freedom of the grounds and 
groves, may within these enclosures have exercise in the open air 
and sun. These walls should be at least ten feet high that the pa- 
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FURNITURE. & 


The halls of patients are deficient in furniture, as even in the best 
halls the furniture has always consisted of comfortable bed and chairs. 
I respectfully request that you examine the halls and if you see fit to 
do so order some additional furniture, such as stand or table with 
drawers, &c., for the bed-rooms or what you deem proper. 1р conclu- 
ding this portion of my report, I will state that in consideration of the 
habits and inclinations of the patients in a hospital for insane, few of 
which have any interest in preventing damage to the building or fur- 
niture, and also considering the action of elements which operate in 
producing constant deterioration, it seems necessary to have on hand 
а fund Юг repairs. Unless all repairs are made when needed, the in- 
terior of the building would soon be untenable and unpreaentable. 
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The last census shows a population in this State of 618,000. The 
average number of patients in this Hospital for the last six months is 
619, this shows one insane person to every thousand, a ratio less than 
any statein the Union. At this writing all the insane that bave مه‎ 
plied except seven; are here and well cared for. We hope to bring 
all in in a few weeks. 


CHRONIC INSANE. 

A large number of our patients here are chronic insane, brought 
from hospitals in Virginia; some have been inmates of Insane Asy- 
lums for thirty years, others are Epileptic and others again owe their 
mental troubles to injuries of the head. Ido not exaggerate in sta- 
ting that at least three fourths of our population are hopelessly in- 
sane. Many of these cases have been rendered hopeless by being kept 
in jaile, and some by being kept in families until their mania has be- 
come chronic. This being the case, it becomes the duty of physicians 
having charge of hospitals to inform and educate tbe public mind, 
and we should, as far as isin our power, and as our influence extends, 
disseminate correct ideas on this subject as regards the importance of 
early hospital treatment and management. This early treatment 
will be the most effectual way to prevent the accumulation of chronic 
insanity. Physicians most eminent in the specialty, all concur in this 
fact, that it is important to remove the sufferer at once and promptly 
from bis or her surroundings, and give regular and systematic treat- 
ment which can only be given in a hospital. If soon removed from 
home, ۵ step towards restoration is taken. The patient is in charge 
of those who are accustomed 10 the various forms of insanity, and is 
no longer subjected to the mistaken judgment and sympathy of 
friends or relatives by which their morbid fancies and delusions are 
fostered and intensified. By new association, théir ideas are diverted 
into new channels, morbid fancies are forgotten, and an interest is 
naturally excited in new surroundings and hospital amusements, The 
mind gains and strengthens, the physical health improves, and a 
brighter fature is opened where all was unhappiness. I think it es- 
sentially important that this step be taken as early as possible after 
the first aberration of a perverted intellect ز‎ every day’s delay, tends 
to fix or rivet the chains by which the mind may continue a prey to 
delusions and ballucinations. It is a fact well known, that as a rule, 
the insane are more unmanageable with their_relatives and friends ; 
as when they find themselves opposed and restrained, their autbority 
ignored, and they perhaps placed in subjection, they cannot under- 
stand the reason and often become irritable and violent. They think 
their friends are their worst enemies, and actuated by such delusions, 
they are aroused to the most violent resistence, and are then perhaps 
brought to the Hospital, where they should have at first been taken. 
Under the most favorable circumstances, the cure of insanity is at- 
tended with difficulty, and requires both watchfulness, skill and pa- 
tience, to accomplish the object. Mental disease is an interesting 
study, and the labor is great, but if successful in curing, the reward 
is still greater. While it is important to have the insane early placed 
under proper treatment, it is also important that the treatment be 
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continued until the recovery is fully completed, or until all hope is + 
abandoned. It is too much the habit of friends of the insane to re- 
move or wish to remove them from the Hospital while their condi- 
tlon is still critical. They may often find a marked improvement in 
their looks and in their mental condition, and being importuned by 
the patient to be taken home, the friends or relatives are unable to 
resist them. They hope that the recovery commenced will continue. 
This sometimes is the case, but more frequently а return to family 
and friends, and to old associations before a cure is perfected, renews 
the former symptoms and causes a return to the Hospital, and a much 
longer stay than would have been necessary. While many patients 
are injured by too early removal, it is safe to say it is very rarely the 
саве, that one is injured by too long a residence in the Hospital. 

The foregoing views are known to the profession, but not so well 
known by the mass of our population for whom they are intended. 

To Dr. T. G. Edmiston and Dr. J. 8. Lewis, I am under many 
obligations for the constant and earnest manner in which they 
have so faithfully and untiringly discharged their duties. They 
have always cheerfully co-operated with me in forwarding and 
promoting all plans for the welfare of the patients. .They have 
lightened my labors, and shown themselves worthy of the trast 
reposed in them, both by their professional skill and-by their exem- 
plary habits. The matron and assistant matron, Mrs. M. B. Jackson, 
and Miss Ida McGee, have been diligent in the discharge of their res- 
pective duties. I have always found Mr. Chas. O'Hara, steward and 
clerk, most faithful and correct in the discharge of the arduous labors 
of his department. І cheerfully commend Mr. J. H. Clifton and those 
associated with him in his department, for the zeal shown in perfect- 
ing the heating apparatus, by which our household can be made com- 
fortable during the coming winter. The employes and attendants 
have, with a few exceptions, shown a commendable devotion to the 
interest of the Institution, and the trust confided in them, and tho 
latter have contributed by their personal efforts to the comfort, hap- 
piness and restofation of many of the patients, and have co-operated 
with.us in our professional duties.
